MOVIETONE NEWS UPDATE 


Our Senior year was a year of contrasts. The class of 1980 began its first semester 
eagarly awaiting college and burstir.g with hopes for the future and then was forced to 
graduate nine months later with fears of draft registration and the sounds of not too 
distant war cries. May 23, 1980, the day of our graduation, was also Day 202 of the 
lranian Hostage Crisis. Late in May, the same approximate time, radioactive fluid was still 
seeping through Three Mile Island, and the ‘‘experts’’ were predicting a severe recession 
by late Summer.
